NEW 47 GHz record??- Yesterday, 8 Dec., after some testing the last month or so, and waiting for the right day, 
Bob, KF6KVG and I headed out to try to extend the 47 GHz record. I went to Mt. Vaca, (CM88WJ) near 
Vacaville, CA and Bob went to Loma Prieta Mtn (CM97BC), south of San Jose. We calculate distance to be 137 
km. We acquired about 2:15 p.m., signals about | s-unit out of noise. About 10 min. later, Bob found he was on a 
side lobe, and signals jumped up to S8 on both ends. We both have 23 in dishes, 5 dB noise figure, Bob has +11 
dBm, I have +16 dBm from a new x4 multiplier just found among some 39 GHz stuff. We estimate moisture loss 
at 0.3 dB/km, and believe we have enough margin [for] the world record a shot. [We] have found a path of 290 
km. Fades were about | S unit over an hours time. Weather 50 degrees, humidity about 60 percent, and high 
clouds.
